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Family’s tribute to Libby, 
22, killed in car accident 


HEARTFELT tributes have been 
paid to a “wild and beautiful” 
22-year-old who was killed in a 
car crash. 

Ashlee Page-Bennett, known to 
family and friends as Libby died last 
Thursday. 

Libby, from Soham, was a former pupil at 
Soham Village College and her death has 
rocked the community. 

Speaking at the family home in Mill 
Corner, her dad, Mark Bennett, said his 
daughter’s death has left them feeling 
“broken and numb”. 

He said: “Losing a child, you lose the rest of 
your life and the plans you had. 

“We had so much left to do. I was planning 
on buying a smaller property and building an 
annex for my son Harry and Libby. The future 
has been taken away.” 

The 52-year-old said he was joking and 
laughing with Libby and her two friends just 
before they set off on the fatal journey. 

Libby was a passenger in her friend’s car 
when it was involved in a two-vehicle crash 
on the A1198 at Godmanchester at around 



9pm. The next time Mr Bennett saw his 
daughter was in the chapel at Addenbrooke’s, 
where he said he felt a “sense of closure” at 
being able to say his final goodbye. 

He added: “She was a massive personality- 
wild and beautiful - and an enigma in many 
ways. She was a sensible girl, but loved 
having a good time and going to parties and 
going out with her friends.” 

His wife Sarah added: “Libby lived for 
today and she lived her whole life to the full 
every second. She was never bored because 
she could make something happen.” 

Libby’s mother Joanne Page lives on the 
Isle of Wight with her husband Ben Davies 
and has returned to the area as both sides of 
the family unite in their grief. 

Libby planned to move to the island in the 
summer to work at her mum’s delicatessen. 

She had four siblings including her 17- 
year-old brother Harry, who her father said 
she was particularly close to. 

Mark added: “We are still numb and I can’t

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Extra police on streets 
during Euro tournament 


EXTRA police will be 
patrolling Ely and East 
Cambs’ town centres in 
coming weeks to try to stamp 
out any football-related anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

Officers are working with 
pubs and partner agencies, 
including local authorities 
and the Crown Prosecution 
Service, to prevent any 
problems during Euro 2012 
and take action if necessary. 

Chief Inspector Nick Knight 
said: “Our priority is public 
safety and we want everyone 
who goes out to watch a 
match during Euro 2012 to do 
so without fear of violence or 
disorder. 

“Officers will provide a 
friendly presence and we 
hope people enjoy watching 
the games while drinking 
sensibly but we will not 
tolerate anti-social or illegal 
behaviour. 

“We are working with pubs 
to make sure people do not 
drink too much alcohol and 
officers will take action to nip 
potential problems in the 
bud. 

“Anyone who has concerns 
about a football-related event 
or potential public order 


problems should not hesitate 
to contact police on 101.” 

Before and during matches, 
officers will visit pubs and 
bars to ensure they are 
complying with their 
licensing obligations, includ¬ 
ing not selling alcohol to 
those who are drunk. 

If officers believe someone 
could commit crime or cause 
disorder, they can use orders 
under Section 27 of the 
Violent Crime Reduction Act 
to remove them from an area 
for 48 hours. 

They will also confiscate 
alcohol if it is found in 
possession of children or 
being consumed in areas 
covered by a DPPO 
(Designated Public Places 
Order). 

Police, pubs, clubs and 
CCTV in Cambridge, Ely and 
Peterborough will be on a 
shared communications 
network enabling them to 
identify those in the area 
causing trouble and refuse 
entry. 

In Cambridgeshire, police 
have enforced football 
banning orders on 18 people, 
11 in Peterborough, six in 
Cambridge and one in March. 


Cinema sites whittled 
down to four options 


SIX potential sites for a new 
cinema in Ely have been 
reduced to four. 

Members of East Cambs 
District Council’s development 
and transport committee met 
on Tuesday to discuss the 
potential locations. 

The sites now being put 
forward for public consultation 
are: 

■ Option 1: Land at junction of 
Downham Road/AlO: this site is 
proposed for a new Leisure 
Village for Ely, however, 
additional land is available for 
other complementary uses. 

■ Option 2: Ely Station Gateway 
area: this area was proposed for 
comprehensive redevelopment 
within the Ely Masterplan. 


■ Option 3: Land west of 
Cambridgeshire Business Park, 
Angel Drove: Tesco has 
indicated a desire to relocate to 
this area from its current site 
adjacent to the station. 

■ Option 4: North Ely: a 3,000- 
dwelling urban extension to Ely 
is proposed which will include 
areas of mixed-use develop¬ 
ment. 

The possibility of building the 
cinema where Ely’s police 
station and council offices are, 
or where the Paradise Centre 
currently is, were removed as 
members said it made more 
sense to look at sites which are 
vacant. 

A public consultation is 
expected to be launched later 
this month.

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A PARISH council which wasted 
almost £100,000 by hiring its own 
team of youth workers has “failed” its 
electors, an auditor has ruled. 

An auditor appointed by the Audit 
Commission has concluded that Sutton 
Parish Council failed to “exercise proper 
stewardship of taxpayers’ money by allowing 
significant losses to accumulate”. 

It comes after the council ran a 
‘community development team’ in a bid to 
boost facilities and services for children and 
young people in the village and surrounding 
parishes. 

The scheme was scrapped last year but 
between April 2009 and September 2011 it 
cost the council £98,612, including more than 
£10,000 in redundancy payments. 

Dickon Sandbach, from Peterborough- 
based firm Moore Stephens, carried out the 
audit. He said: “The council failed in its duty 
to exercise proper stewardship of taxpayers’ 
money by allowing significant losses to 
accumulate. 

“Following an inadequate assessment of 
the project, die council established the team 
without having due and appropriate regard 
to all of the potential employment 
obligations for which it might be liable. 

“Further there were delays in taking 
appropriate action to manage the situation 
and to adequately reduce or eliminate the 
loss-making activities.” 

Mr Sandbach also said the council hired 
staff without council approval, failed to 
report financial dealings properly and 
excluded the public from meetings where key 
discussions were being held. 

The parish council also came under fire in 
2010/11 when members hiked council tax by 
27 per cent without consulting residents. 

Mr Sandbach said the parish council has 
now introduced a “new system of checking 
and reporting to improve the standard of 
internal control”. 

He added: “I also note that the council has 
received a detailed report from a working 
party on the cause and effect of the failure to 
adequately monitor the costs and revenues 
associated with the community development 
team. 

“The council has informed me that it has 
adopted the recommendations of this 
working party and it is following them.” 

Graham Redman, a former Sutton parish 
councillor was among those who forced 
inquiries into the council’s expenditure. 

He said he was “satisfied” with the auditor’s 
report and said it “told enough of the truth” 
for the council to now properly move 
forward. 

Sutton Parish Council was unavailable for 
comment.

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Student’s relief after 
protest charges dropped 

STUDENTS who protested against the 
controversial Cambridge Union talk by 
Dominique Strauss-Kahn have had all the 
charges against them dropped. 

Miles Curtis-Watson, who was charged with 
obstructing an officer, said he felt 
“vindicated” after the case against him was 
discontinued at Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court following another U-turn by 
prosecutors. 

The 19-year-old was the last of four students 
to see the charges against them dropped 
after 200 people gathered outside the Union 
building in Bridge Street on March 9 to 
protest against the arrival of the former 
International Monetary Fund (IMF) chief. 

Mr Curtis-Watson, of Millpit Furlong, 
Littleport, who hopes to study history at 
University College London next year, said: 
“The fact that all four cases have now been 
dropped makes me feel vindicated that we 
did nothing wrong that night.” 

No-one from the CPS was available to 
comment. 

Bid to build mobile 
classroom at school 

A MOBILE classroom could be built at a 
primary school in Ely to cater for the city’s 
ever-increasing shortage of school places. 
Education chiefs at Cambridgeshire County 
Council want the facility to be built at Ely St 
Johns Community Primary School. 

The proposed classroom would be sited at 
the school until August 31, 2019. 

In a statement to East Cambs District 
Council, the county council said numbers 
were expected to rise at the school. 

“It is proposed to install a double mobile 
classroom building to provide the necessary 
two additional classrooms,” it added. 

The county council’s proposals include 
building two playground extensions and a 
play area canopy. A decision could be made 
in the next eight weeks.

He said: “This is a challenging time to 
become chairman, but it is also a time in 
which the fire authority has a crucial role to 
play. 

“As I’ve said before, a lot of sacrifice has 
already taken place by frontline staff, non- 
operational staff, officers, managers and 
unions to ensure that the service can meet 
the current budget demands and this is of 
great credit to all parties involved. 

“It is vital that we all working together to try 
and deliver the best possible service to the 
people of Cambridgeshire and Peterborough 
and at the same time balance the books.” 

Stock manager is fired 
after fraud at Argos store 

A STOCK manager for Argos was sacked 
after fraudulently buying a laptop. 

Hannah Watson, 29, bought a laptop worth 
£499.99 from Curry’s and then refunded 
herself the money from Argos, magistrates 
heard. 

She then used the refund to buy a cheaper 
laptop and other items. 

Watson also allowed her mum to use her 
staff discount card when she served her, 
breaching the company policy. 

Watson, of Heron Croft, Soham, appeared at 
Bury St Edmunds Magistrates’ Court and 
pleaded guilty to two charges of fraud. 

The court heard that the offences happened 
at Argos in Bury St Edmunds in March and 
April this year. 

Magistrates gave her an 18-month 
conditional discharge and ordered her to pay 
£499 in compensation, as well as £85 court 
costs. Watson has since lost her job at 
Argos.

Prosecution 
over crane 3 
driver’s death 


TETE Environment Agency (EA) is 
being prosecuted after one of its 
cranes toppled into an icy river, 
killing its driver. 

Simon Wenn, 43, died while working for 
the EA on a dredging operation when his 
28-tonne crane fell into the New Bedford 
River at Brangehill Drove, Mepal. 

The Health and Safety Executive (HSE) 
has confirmed it is prosecuting the EA for 
an alleged breach of health and safety 
regulations following the tragedy. 

The incident happened on the morning 
of December 8, 2010, when the ground was 
icy and the river was frozen. Mr Wenn, of 
Main Road, Three Holes, near Wisbech, 
was trapped underwater in the crane’s cab 
and died at the scene. 

Fire crews arrived less than 10 minutes 
after the accident but were unable to free 
Mr Wenn, pictured, whose legs were 
trapped beneath the crane. 

An inquest into Mr Wenn’s death was 
held in Huntingdon on Monday and jurors 
recorded a verdict of accidental death. 

Mr Wenn’s colleague, Basil Kent, said: “I 
wouldn’t say Simon did anything wrong. 
He was going round nice and steady like he 
always did but for some reason the crane 
slid in.

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“The cab was fully submerged. I knew I 
couldn’t do anything to help so I rang 999.” 

The cause of death was given as 
drowning. 

The HSE has confirmed it is now 
pressing charges. Bosses from the EA will 
appear at Cambridge Magistrates’ Court on 
July 19. 

Speaking after the inquest, a 
spokeswoman for the EA said: “We will be 
looking in detail at the findings of the 
inquest and fully co-operating with all 
investigations related to this tragic 
accident.” 

The spokeswoman added: “Our 
sympathy is with the family and friends of 
Simon who have been so deeply affected 
by this tragic accident. 

“Simon was a reliable, hard-working and 
conscientious member of our workforce, 
applying himself to whatever task was 
asked of him. His many friends and 
colleagues at work miss him too.” 

Mr Wenn leaves a daughter, Susan, who 
was 18 at the time of the accident, and twin 
sons Jamie and Lee, 17.

Bricks crash down 
into Market Place

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BRICKS tumbled onto the 
pavement in Ely after part 
of a shop’s roof collapsed. 

The incident happened at 
Dorothy Perkins in Market Place 
last Thursday - Ely’s busy 
market day - but thankfully no 
stallholders or passers-by were 
present at the time. 

The bricks fell from the roof of 
the ladies’ fashion store and 
landed close to the entrance to 
Petrou Brothers Fish and Chips 
shop between 4.30pm and 5pm. 

Quick-thinking shop workers, 
including staff from Petrou 
Brothers, immediately cordoned 
off the area using chairs before 
calling East Cambs District 
Council. 

Had the weather been better, 
people could have been eating 
outside the fish and chip shop 
where the bricks and rubble fell. 

Mike Warren, from Ely, who 
witnessed the incident, said: 
“Thankfully I was not walking 
past at the time. I was walking 
across the Market Place when I 
heard a really loud crash. 

“I looked behind me to see the 
massive pile lying in the 
pavement. 


“It’s so, so lucky that it 
happened when it did as if that 
had been even slightly earlier 
there would have almost 
certainly been someone 
standing there. 

“If the materials had hit 
someone on the head, or a child 
for that matter, the consequ¬ 
ences could have been horrific.” 

Georgia Handley, 19, a former 
worker at Petrou’s, heard the 
commotion. 

She said: “It was really loud. It 


sounded like a car reversing. It 
was really lucky no one was 
walking past. It was also really 
lucky it didn’t happen in the 
morning because it was market 
day.” 

The district council has since 
cordoned off the pavement 
around the area with railings. 

A spokesman for the authority 
said officers were assessing the 
building and advising the 
landlord what remedial work 
needs doing.

A DISABLED man who is 
desperately fundraising to 
help improve his quality of life 
battled wind and rain to 
complete his very own half¬ 
marathon. 

Adam King, 38, who was 
born with athetoid cerebral 
palsy, launched his fund¬ 
raising campaign by taking on 
the challenge last week. 

It saw Mr King, pictured, 
from Littleport, travelling a 
route in his wheelchair 
around the village five times 
per day for five days before 
ending at Littleport Leisure 
Centre’s community fun day 
on Sunday. 

Even in the showers and 
gales, Mr King, of Limes Close, 
was determined to complete 
the half-marathon. 

Already he has raised more 
than £1,600, with many 
anonymous donations being 
made by people touched by 
his story. 

Mr King, whose condition 
prevents him from speaking, 
controlling his body and 
confines him to an electric 
wheelchair, is determined to 
raise money to buy a machine 
which he says will transform 
his life for the better. 

The machine, a Tobii Cl5, 
would enable him to speak via 


text or symbols which 
generate speech. 

Having the machine means 
Mr King, who has carers 24 
hours a day, would be able to 
effortlessly connect with 
friends and family through 
email, text messaging and 
chat, as well as surfing the 
web and accessing regular 
computing applications. 

Speaking to the Weekly 
News via email, he said: “This 
computer system would 
completely transform my life.

Parents’ fears over rat 
infestation at nursery

RAT-busters have been 
called out to tackle a rodent 
infestation at one of the 
region’s most prestigious 
children’s nurseries. 

Rats have set up home in the 
kitchens at King’s Acremont in 
Ely - King’s Ely’s award-winning 
nursery for children aged 3-4. 

Both the nursery and 
environmental health officers at 
East Cambs District Council 
insist a pest control system is 
now in place. 

But parents, who pay 
thousands of pounds each term 
to send their little ones to the 
nursery, are concerned. 

One mum, who did not want 
to be named, said: “I’m worried 
sick. To have rats outside in the 
nursery’s garden is one thing but 
to have them inside the kitchen 
takes it to a whole new level. 

“This is where my child’s food 
is prepared. Rats carry diseases. 
How have rats got in there in the 
first place? 

“It’s all very well saying they’re 
dealing with the infestation now 
but they shouldn’t have been 
able to get in there in the first 
place, let alone be in there long 
enough to breed. I don’t think

many mums and dads know. 

“But I’ve been told there were a 
considerable number of them. It 
makes my skin crawl. We pay a 
fortune to have our child there 
and don’t expect something like 
this.” 

The nursery is based in 
Egremont Street, Ely. 

Sue Freestone, head of King’s 
Ely, confirmed there has been a 
rat “problem” at the nursery but 
said a pest control system is now 
in place. 

She said: “We did have a 
problem but we dealt with the 
matter immediately. A pest 
control system is in place and the 
council’s environmental health 
officer has assured us that we are 
doing all we can to prevent any 
reoccurrence.” 

The district council confirmed 
that it had received a complaint 
about the rats at the nursery. 

A spokesman for the authority 
said: “We spoke to the nursery to 
say we had received a complaint. 

“We found the nursery was 
taking all the necessary steps we 
would expect of them.”

Deli couple 
relieved as 
saga ends 


THE owners of a 
delicatessen say they feel 
“relieved” after being 
allowed to continue 
running their business. 

Penny and Graeme 
Williams, who own 3At3 
delicatessen and cafe in Ely, 
were considering quitting 
their business earlier this year 
as they believed East Cambs 
District Council was 
“victimising” them. 

The couple did not have 
planning permission to run 
the premises as A3 use so were 
forced to apply for 
retrospective planning 
permission. 

They also feared they could 
be forced to demolish the 
majority of their shop, based 
in Three Cups Walk, because 
planners had issues with 
windows they had fitted into 
an extension. 

They applied for retro¬ 
spective permission for the 
extension, which planners 
refused as they insisted the 
windows’ style and 
proportions were influencing 
the building’s form and 
appearance and that the 
extension did not reflect its 
function as a retail premises. 

The council also had 
concerns about the effects the 
extension could have on a 
nearby sycamore tree, which 
is subject to a tree 
preservation order. 

Speaking to the Weekly 
News in February, Mr and Mrs 
Williams slammed the council 
as “petty” and said it was 
penalising small businesses.

However, after months of 
discussions, the retrospective 
permission was approved by 
the council’s planning 
committee last Wednesday. 

Mr and Mrs Williams have 
agreed to replace the small 
window to the left of the 
shop’s front entrance with a 
projecting bay window, which 
the council insists is more 
suitable. 

Planning officer Yvette 
Mooney said: “The 

retrospective change of use to 
incorporate both a deli¬ 
catessen and a cafe is 
considered acceptable within 
this town centre location. 

“The outdoor seating 
creates a welcoming approach 
to the town centre from the 
car park.” 

The couple also applied to 
put up two wooden 
illuminated signs at the shop, 
which, despite being in the 
conservation area, have also 
been approved. 

Mrs Mooney added: 
“Additional lighting along this 
part of Three Cups Walk may 
help to improve the feeling of 
safety for members of the 
public.” 

Mrs Williams said: “We are 
so relieved. We didn’t know 
what the future held and it’s 
been a very long and annoying 
process to go through, but we 
have got the news we wanted 
now. 

“It’s also been extremely 
costly.” 
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Council top earners 
‘must take pay cuts’ 



But leader Moakes insists 
top bosses are worth 
their six-figure salaries

TOP earners at East Cambs 
District Council were paid a 
total of more than £400,000 in 
a single year, research has 
revealed. 

The cash was shared between 
just three members of staff at the 
authority during 2010 /11 - at a time 
when the cash-strapped council 
was forced to make redundancies 
and cut services and funding in 
order to balance the books. 

The figures have been released 
by the Taxpayers’ Alliance - and the 
organisation says it expects 
residents to be “astonished”. 

The figures show that in 2010/11 
the council was employing three 
members of staff classed as the 
‘Town Hall Rich List’ - who earn 
more than £100,000. 

The chief executive was taking 
home £158,365 and the deputy 
chief executive was earning 
£126,651. The council’s head of 
policy and performance was raking 
in £107,943. They were also earning 
a total of more than £50,000 in 
pension contributions. 

The head of policy and 
performance has since left the 
council and Peter Moakes, leader of 
East Cambs, insists the chief 
executive and deputy chief 


executive’s pay-packets reflect the 
“excellent” work they do. 

Cllr Moakes, pictured, said: “The 
district council delivers a vast array 
of services and spends the council’s 
budget of over £9m for the benefit 
of over 80,000 residents in East 
Cambridgeshire. 

“We need to have the best 
officers possible to ensure our 
residents obtain the services they 
require in their daily lives. 

“Our chief executive and deputy 
chief executive do an excellent job 
for the people in the district and 
work incredibly hard to ensure we 
achieve the best possible value for 
their council tax.” 

But Matthew Elliott, chief 
executive of the Taxpayers’ Alliance, 
insists top council earners should 
be prepared to take pay cuts 
themselves. 

He said: “Taxpayers will be 
astonished that so many council 
employees are still getting such a 
generous deal while everyone else 


in the public sector is facing a pay 
freeze. 

“The Town Hall Rich List shows 
that while councils insist cuts can 
only mean pressure on front-line 
services, some clearly have cash in 
the bank when it comes to paying 
their own senior staff. 

“These council executives must 
ensure they have the moral 
authority to lead necessary 
spending cuts; in many cases that 
will mean taking a pay cut 
themselves. 

“Households have seen their 
Council Tax bills double over the 
last decade and deserve better 
value.” 

Cambridgeshire County Council 
paid chiefs the most during 
2010/11, with 13 workers earning 
more than £100,000 sharing £1.7m 
between them. 

In Huntingdonshire, £813,447 
was split between six top earners. 

And the £lm bill in Fenland 
included a £299,148 lump sum paid 
to a retiring chief executive.

Controversial 
homes plan 
is approved 


CONTENTIOUS plans to build 
almost 100 new homes in Soham 
have been given the green light. 

However, final details for the scheme 
will have to be agreed by East Cambs 
District Council’s head of planning, Giles 
Hughes, before work can begin. 

The council’s planning committee 
approved Hopkins Homes’ plans to 
build 96 new homes on former 
allotments north-west of Regal Drive, off 
Fordham Road, last Wednesday. 

Last month, the committee deferred 
making a decision on the scheme 
following numerous concerns. 

It was at the same meeting that plans 
submitted by Mr A Cutchey and Mrs A 
Clarke to build 86 new homes on land at 
41 Fordham Road were approved. 

Regarding the Hopkins plans, 
concerns were raised about recycling 
provision on the site, refuse collection 
points, the open-space layout, highway 
design layout and adoption and the 
relationship of plot 96 to the adjacent 
properties. 

Many residents also insist that Soham 
cannot cope with such a large number of 
extra homes. 

However, planning officer Sue

Finlayson, who recommended that the 
committee approve the scheme, insists 
there is a housing shortage in the town. 

She said: “All the issues raised by 
members as areas of concern have been 
revisited with the applicant and 
solutions proposed. 

“It is considered those solutions are 
acceptable and satisfactorily address the 
reasons for deferment of the 
application.” 

Mrs Finlayson added: “The applicant 
has carried out a number of 
developments in the district and is 
noted for the quality of design and 
craftsmanship. 

“The proposed development of 96 
houses, including 30 affordable 
dwellings, is desperately needed to 
address the housing shortage, and the 
developer is ready to start work on the 
site in the near future. 

“It is considered the layout provides a 
good design solution for development of 
the site, with large open-space areas 
which will benefit all local residents.”

They are part of Ely 
and part of what makes it the 
city it is today.” 

Mrs Stratford, who lives with 
her husband in Fordham and 
also has a studio at Wysing Arts 
Centre in Cambridge, will also 
be spending time following 
numerous people as they go 
about their usual routines in the 
city, including street cleaners 
and the people dedicated to 
tending to Ely’s blooms. 

The research will culminate 
in a presentation and series of 
live-art events at the Babylon 
Gallery in Ely this autumn. 

On Sunday, Mrs Stratford will 
also be holding an A Day with a 
Duck’ event. She will be 
spending all day (8am-8pm) 
with the Muscovies and 
investigating what they do.

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Fears over growing 
homeless problem 


A HOMELESS family resorted 
to living in a tent in Ely - 
sparking fears that it is 
becoming “a serious problem ,, 
in East Cambs. 

The Romanian family, a 
husband, wife and grown-up son, 
had pitched a tent in the city’s 
Jubilee Gardens. 

During the day, they were 
busking in Ely to earn money and 
at night they were sleeping in the 
tent. 

The Weekly News spoke to the 
family, whose English was poor, 
and they confirmed they had no 
money and nowhere to live. 

Housing officers at East Cambs 
District Council have since stepped 
in to help the family. 

Two more homeless people, both 
men and with a dog each, have also 
been begging in Ely in recent weeks 
- and residents are concerned. 

Janet Tapley, from Ely, said: “Eve 
lived in Ely for more than 15 years 
now and only ever used to see one 
homeless man with his dog. In 
recent weeks I’ve seen at least three

or four different people, all 
homeless. 

“It’s terribly sad. Nobody in this 
day of age should have to resort to 
begging and sleeping rough. Is the 
council doing all it can to help 
these people?” 

Heather Curtis, from Queen 
Adelaide, said: “It seems to me that 
homelessness is becoming a 
serious problem in the area. 

“There are more buskers and 
beggars in Ely than ever before and 
it seems tents are being popped up 
along the river quite frequently. 

“It’s not that they’re a nuisance or 
anything, it’s just extremely sad and 
something I’ve never really 
witnessed in Ely before.” 

The district council insists it is 
helping all homeless people in the 
district, as well as doing everything 
it can to prevent families from 
becoming homeless in the first 
place. A report released by the 
authority recently showed that 


homelessness has increased in the 
district - and that the use of bed 
and breakfasts is already more than 
five times the use in 20 JO/ J J. 

A spokesman said: “Sadly the 
current spate of homelessness is a 
timely reminder to us all of the 
issues which people face not just in 
this district but throughout the 
whole country. 

“For while someone sleeping in a 
tent on Jubilee Gardens is visual 
sign of the situation and may come 
as a shock too many, it is an 
example of the type of cases which 
our housing officers see every 
week. 

“The key as always is to 
encourage people to come and see 
us before they find themselves 
without a roof over their head - we 
can then help work to avoid the 
very worst by highlighting places 
where people can get help, support 
and shelter. 

“In these recent cases, we have 
been in contact with the people 
who are in need of help and are 
now investigating how we can 
resolve some of their problems.”

THE countdown to Ely’s annual

It will be followed by a Eucharist in the 
Lady Chapel, at which the Bishop of Ely, 
Stephen Conway, will preside. 

Bishop Stephen said: “If the weather 
holds, this will be colourful day and it 
tends to attract quite a number of people. 

“I am looking forward to it immensely.” 

Boy, 7, is youngest 
criminal suspect 

A SEVEN-year-old boy has become one of 
the youngest known suspects in a criminal 
inquiry in Cambridgeshire. 

Police launched an investigation over 
alleged theft from shops and market stalls by 
the child. 

The youngster is one of 12 children aged 
nine and under who have been investigated 
from April 2011 to March this year over a 
variety of alleged crimes, including 
vandalism to cars and buildings, bike theft, 
assault, racial harassment and making off 
without payment. 

Details of the suspects’ cases were 
disclosed in documents obtained under the 
Freedom of Information Act. 

None of the children can be prosecuted or 
held in custody because they are below the 
age of criminal responsibility. 

A nine-year-old had also made off without 
payment in Ely and an eight-year-old in 
Littleport had caused criminal damage. 

Photo change at Boots

Films are my 
new Plan A 


B EN Drew is looking 
forward to some 
time off. Lighting a 
cigarette, he says: “I’ve 
been working every day in 
the last few years, so it 
doesn’t leave much time for 
life. I think I’m starting to 
bum out now. So after this, 
I’m going to have a break.” 

Yet with an upcoming leading 
role in The Sweeney opposite Ray 
Winstone, and a list of summer 
festival appearances and outdoor 
shows, including Thetford Forest 
this Friday, the 28-year-old - 
better known as rap alter ego Plan 
B - knows free time is a luxury. 

“I’m dreading these shows,” he 
admits, “because of the amount of 
preparation that goes into making 
sure I perform at the level I always 
have. I hate not having time to get 
things right, because you have to 
put things out that you’re not 100 
per cent happy with.” 

Plan B fans will be aware that 
the rapper has gradually been 
moving away from music into 
film, with roles in Adulthood, 
4.3.2.1 and Harry Brown , in 
between releasing his critically- 
acclaimed soul album, The 
Defamation Of Strickland Banks. 
He’s now taken the next step by

making his directorial debut with 
iLL Manors, which opened in 
cinemas last week (an album 
soundtrack of the same name will 
be released in July). 

“It’s the hardest thing I’ve ever 
done in my life,” he admits. “That 
was because I didn’t have the 
financial support I needed, and 
people doubt you, so you have to 
deal with that. It’s pretty tough.” 

Based on “a collection of 
stories which me or friends have 
experienced” in east London, the 
hard-hitting, gritty thriller is not 


easy watch, although its 
provocative nature has won Drew 
the label of “the mouthpiece of a 
generation”. It has been praised 
by fellow musicians Ed Sheeran, 
Professor Green and Ti ni e 
Tempah. 

“The majority of the white 
population in this country don’t 
even believe this environment or 
these people actually exist. They 
think it’s just an exaggeration but 
it’s not. There’s no way I can 
fictionalise that,” he insists. 

Citing Quentin Tarantino 
and Nicolas Winding 
Refti as his 
inspiration, 
Drew’s film 
has been 
criticised for 
glorifying 
violence, but 
he insists: 
“I 



know some of the scenes will 
shock some people. But nothing 
is included for shock value - 
every event is crucial to the story.” 

Drew was inspired to write the 
iLL Manors single after last 
summer’s looting and rioting. The 
song has been hailed by MPs and 
Drew’s stance has been praised. 

“I genuinely want to change 
things and I feel like this is just 
the first step. I am an angry white 
rapper but I’m not just that. 

People think I don’t care, but I 
do,” he adds. 

Drew admits the big screen is 
his calling and plans to 
incorporate music within movies. 

“I didn’t do this as a one-off 
thing, I want to make films and 
be a director. I saw this as my 
calling card, but also it allowed 
me to talk about tins issue. 

“My hip-hop music is not 
really for commercial radio, so I 
felt like if I had a different kind of 
medium where it could live, I 
don’t have to water it down or 
compromise. I thought film 
would be the perfect place.” 

There are reports that his next 
film will be about the city’s 
Kurdish community, but Drew 
says: “I might need a break from 
all this political stuff. I might 
make a comedy. It depends on 
how I feel.”

Thinking Biggs to hel 
with growing pains 


A S more people 

continue to grow 
their own, there 
should be no shortage of 
takers for Matthew Biggs’s 
advice sessions at this 
year’s BBC Gardeners’ 
World Live event at 
Birmingham’s NEC. 

Biggs, a regular panellist on 
BBC Radio 4’s Gardeners’ 
Question Time , says that the 
cold, wet weather of late spring 
shouldn’t hamper crops too 
much, although germination will 
have been slower. 

“Depending on the soil type 
you have, the cold, wet weather 
early on will mean that the soil 
will have warmed up very 
slowly, particularly clay which 
gets waterlogged. It has slowed 
the season down. 

“A lot of people sowed and 
planted early. Many won’t have 
had the germination at the t im e. 
But now everything should be 
germinating quickly.” 

Seeds sown early may have 
ended up waterlogged and 
rotting, or germination will have 


fluctuating temperatures, 
beetroot are inclined to bolt.” 

Tomatoes, runner beans and 
courgettes shouldn’t be planted 
out until all risk of frost has 
passed, so savvy gardeners will 
have kept them indoors 
throughout the cold, wet spell 
but should be quite safe to plant 
them outdoors now. 

“The key rule with planting 
out is to go by the weather, not 
what it says on the label. It may 
say, ‘Sow from March to May’, 
but if in March the ground’s 
waterlogged or freezing, ignore 
that advice. 

“Weather conditions dictate 
when you should sow. 
Instructions on the packet are 
more of a guideline.” 

Tomatoes are susceptible to 
weather-related diseases such as 
blight, which is related to 
periods of warmth and humidity 
at the end of June. 

“There are some varieties 
such as ‘Ferline’ and Shirley’ 
that have some resistance, but it 
is only resistance and you can 
still get walloped. It’s more of a 
problem in wet weather,” Biggs 
says. 


“Leaf mould can also be a 
weather-related problem, while 
splitting and cracking are 
cultural problems, caused by 
erratic watering, as is blossom 
end rot.” 

For those growing tomatoes 
in large pots outdoors, ideally 
use a multi-purpose compost 
with added John Innes, which is 
a heavier, more moisture- 
retentive compost, he advises. 

Grafted tomatoes may also 
be more resistant to disease, 
producing heavy crops early on 
because of their natural vigour. 

Those who have sown crops 
later because of bad weather 
will have later harvests, he says, 
but if we now have consistently 
warm temperatures, they will 
catch up.

been erratic. But it’s not 
necessarily too late for a second 
sowing, he says. 

“What happens is that seeds 
can germinate in a matter of 
days in warm weather. You can 
catch up and redress the 
balance.” 

The period of warm weather 
in late March and early April 
may have led to seeds 
germinating, but the cooler 
temperatures later in spring 
probably hampered their 
growth, or they may have 
succumbed to frost. 

“Beetroot, radishes and early 
carrots are generally pretty 
hardy, but the cold can affect 
anything planted during the 
cooler, wetter period. In

SEEING is deceiving. Look beyond 
the obvious and you might 
glimpse writer-director Rodrigo 
Cortes’ sleights of hand in this 
intriguing thriller, which follows 
two paranormal investigators as 
they debunk fraudulent mediums, 
mind readers and ghost hunters 
through the appliance of science.

called Palladino (Leonardo

She shares her experiences by 
lecturing university students 
including Sally (Elizabeth Olsen) 
and Ben (Craig Roberts), but 
Margaret’s unerring scepticism 
pits her against Professor Paul 
Shackleton (Toby Jones), who 
believes science cannot explain 
everything. 

Out of the blue the

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The Homesnow team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


LI Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used.

1^ Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service?

Q Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

LI Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move.

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home.

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Using sat-nav ‘impairs the ability to drive considerately’ 


Sat-nav systems sometimes send 
motorists the wrong way but they can also 
impair their driving ability, according to a 
study. 

Drivers’ performance was affected when 
listening to sat-nav-style directions in an 
experiment carried out by Lancaster 
University and Royal Holloway, University 
of London. 

Volunteers were set tasks by a computer 
which mimicked the instructions given by 
a sat-nav. 

The results showed that when people 
were following complicated sat-nav 


instructions they tended to drive faster, 
with more steering variations, as well as 
being less likely to notice pedestrians who 
might be stepping out. 

Dr Polly Dalton, from the Department of 
Psychology at Royal Holloway, said: “What 
is interesting is that people were able to 
follow one simple instruction without any 
significant impact on their driving. 

“But as soon as they had to remember a 
compound instruction, consisting of two 
sequential directions, we began to notice a 
difference in their driving ability. 

“A lot of effort has gone into designing 


visually-friendly sat-nav devices but our 
research highlights the importance of the 
way in which the auditory instructions are 
given.” 

Dr Pragya Agarwal, from Lancaster 
University, said: “The results from our 
research have implications for the way 
these systems can be designed to be more 
effective and user-friendly in the future. 

“With the increasing reliance on 
technology for navigation, it is important 
that such technology is designed so that it 
supports rather than detracts us from our 
primary task of driving.”

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV # so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
